Fort Wayne In Story 


INTRODUCTORY. 


There is probably no city In th;. 


west'around which there clusters more 
of Indian romance than Fort Wayne. 
the home for centuries of the red men 
tit the forest. It was their first home 
In Indiana, after Chicago and Detroit, 
their first home in the territory of the 
great northwest. 
It was their home 


for decades of years before the feet 
of the. white man trod its soil, their 
home until Caucasian cupidity, under 
the name of civilization's necessity, 
drove them to the reservations west of 
the Mississippi river. 


It is rich in story. Its early history 


is replete 
with 
them—stories 
Into 


which facts as interesting as any m 
fiction are written. 
Some of them 


hnve been told by the historian; oth- 
ers not. It is my purpose in 
this 


"Fort Wayne in Story" to tell these 
unwritten stories, and retell. In my 
mvn way, some of those which have 
already been written, grouping them 
Into a scries which I trust will prove 
interesning. 


While I ca,H them stories, they are 


r.ot 
fiction. 
The principal facts in 


them arc gleaned either from the pages 
of local history, the. magazine articles 


cumulate a fortune as a trader by the 
exchange of European goods for the 
furs and skins of wild animals ob- 
tained from the Indians, a great busi- 
ness In those early times. • 


He made his headquarters In Can- 


ada, but in the conduct of the busi- 
ness pushed to the frontiers, where he 
established trading posts, and 
with 


birch canoes well freighted with goods, 
explored the rivers and lakes In that 
vicinity,, particularly those along the 
St. Lawrence river and near -to it. 


At that time-this entire great north- 


western country was an unknown land. 
Xo one knew whether the continent 
was one thousand or 
ten 
thousand 


miles In brea.dth. 
In fact, the impres- 


sion was that the'waves of the Pacitic 
ocean dashed against its rocks only a 
few miles west of the great lakes that 
fringed the southern borders of Can- 
ada. 


And with this conception a new idea

HOME OF THE MIAMIS. 


Historians who have written upon 


the subject have not been able to tell 
•us when the Miamis first came here. 
Brlco, one of the city's earliest and 
best historians, says "it was centuries 
before the first civilised settlement In 
America," but this is not probable. It 
is more reasonable to think that It was 
some time after the first white settle- 
ments along the Atlantic coast, which 
would fixe the date early In the seven- 
teenth century. 


Jamestown, Va., was settled by Eng- 


lish colonists in 1607; New York, then 
called the New Netherlands, in 1613; 
Plymouth, Mass., in 1820. It was soon 
after this, or possibly at these times, 
when the white settlers began convert- 
Ing the forests Into cultivated lands, 
that the Indians, whose homes were 
along the Atlantic coast, in search of 
new hunting grounds, began moving 
towards the setting sun. 


Many of them found their way to 


the region of the great lakes and some, 
even at this 'early period, to the banks 
along the rivers leading into them, 
and finally to the forest-covered land 
on which the city of Fort Wayne now 
stands. Those coming here were the 
Miamis.' It is probable that before that 
they had lived in 'the country north of 
fir St. Lawrence river and moved aft- 
invarils to points along 
the great 


"TTk>s, - eventually 
reaching 
Detroit, ^ 


where they kindled their council fires 
ami assumed the character of a new 
nation. 
'.They belonged to what was known 


as the Algonquin group, one of, the 
great Indian nations of the .north, ami, 
desiring to secure a new location, they 
sent out their explorers in search o£ 
It. -These explorers skirted the coast 
of the lakes and then turning Into the 
rivers rowed along them. 
Near the

The 
blades Of their paddles sparkled in the 
sunlight and the waters dripping from 
them reflected its many colored hues. 
As they approached nearer she saw 
that the occupants were not of her 
people, and, with the exception of two, 
were not Indians, being dressed in 
different garb, a garb for men she had 
never seen before.

pose of these strange people in corning 
to the Miami village? Did they come 
as friends or enemies?

They needed the rest the stay afforded 
them. The day following their arrival 
the Indians had games

kinds. It was a day of pleasure to all, 
and when LaSelle left on his journey- 
ings it was with the promise that be- 
fore ions he would return and estab- 
lish here a post which would give to 
the Miamis a means of exchanging the 
furs of the wild animals they caught 
for goods that would prove of value to 
them, articles that they needed In their 
everyday life. 


"Some of our braves have 
visited 


these distant trading posts," said Chief 
Big Horn, such the explorers found he 
was called, "and we,know their value. 
They will prove a great blessing to 
us. .Then we will not have to go to 
these far-off posts to trade.

And thus LaSello and his party left 


Kekionga. the first and the last time 
that its members, all except one, set 
foot upon the soil of what is now the 
city of Fort Wayne, the metropolis of 
Northern Indiana.

Two hundred and forty-two years 


ago LaSelle left his home in France, 
crossed the broad Atlantic In a sailing 
vessel, came to a region of country 
about which less was known than of 
Dark Africa when the heroic Stanley 
entered it. He traversed thousands of 
miles over lakes and rivers and en- 
tered its forests, came among people 
: not Of his race, came among savages. 


No white man had ever been here be- 
fore. 


He was at that time thirty-six years 


of age. It was on the 22d day of No- 
vember. 1643. that he was born. The 
:ity of Rouen, the ancient capital of 
Normandy, France, was the home ot 
his birth. He was the son of one of 
the most distinguished families of that 
country- and had been given a splendid 
education.

In 1903, Xorway, in Northern Europe,

the epidemic returned, the cases imd 
deaths increasing by geometrical pro- 
gression with each recurring summer. 
During the four years. 1903 to 1907, in 
Norway and Sweden, there occurred 
2.1C4 cases, with a mortality rate of 
13.S per cent, while a large number of 
children and adults were left with par- 
alyzed extremities. Dr. llarbitz. in his 
report of this epidemic, slated: 
"Tile

contagious

spreads along lines of communication." 


In the summer of 1S07, New 
York 


city was visited by an 
epidemic In 


which 2.DOO cases weru reported. 
At 


the same time there

Norway and Sweden. 
In the summer 


of 1000 there was an outbreak In Ne- 
braska, in which 1,000 cases occurred.

What Dr. Van Buskirk Says. 


In an interview with The Sentinel 


Dr. Van Buskirk said: 


"Last year there was a state-wide 


epidemic of infantile paralysis and this? 
year numerous cases have been re- 
ported throughout the state, and the 
disease seems to he spreading rapidly, 
with indications that there will be an- 
other epidemic. 
There 
have 
been 


three cases in A.llen county this year 
and in each case the victim lias died. 
Whether there will be n greater spread 
of the disease in this county remains 
to be seen. We have no direct means 
of guarding against the disease, as the 
source of the germ remains unknown. 


."That there is a disease germ is a 


known fact, as it has been proved by 
repeated experiments, though It 
has 


never been seen, being so small that 
it cannot be distinguished 
with 
the 


strongest microscope, though it magni- 
fies hundreds of times. 
Serum taken 


from a person who has had the dis- 
ease and placed in a porcelain filter 
with water shows that the germs are 
so small that they pass through the 
filter: for an animal Inoculated with 
the water after it is filtered contracts 
the disease. 


"People who are seemingly well may 


carry the germ nf the disease in their 
throat or nostrils 
and never 
show 


symptoms of it. but transmit it 
to 


others with weaker constitutions.

Van Ruskirk and Dr. Eric Crnll, the 
pioneers in the movement.
